way to deliver a eevere attack on 
Turkey, now being considered for a 
United States loon. 
Despite a drive by Secretary Mar­ 
shall to speed up the work of the 
hagging conference, hopes for an 
Austrian treaty, let alone agree­ 
ment on much more dUtocult Ger­ 
man questions, appeared dim in the 
face of the stubborn Soviet opposi­ 
tion. 
The entire controversial question 
mf defining German assets bi Aus­ 
tria was dumped back on the Deputy 
Foreign Ministers when Molotov re­ 
fu ted proposals by the other three 
powers and refused to discuss Aus­ 
tria again until the end of the cur­ 
rent session, when Austria comes 
up on the agenda.

ference was also dropped back Into 
the lap of the deputies, who had 
been unable to resolve the issue, 
when Molotov declined to retreat 
an inch from his stand that only the 
is nations named In New York 
should take part.

WASHINGTON, March 98 (AV- 
John L. Lewis declared today that 
the 111 miners feared dead in the 
Centralia (IIL) Coal Company mine 
blast were "murdered because of the 
criminal negligence of J. A. Krug.” 
Lewis told a Senate mmmtt i f 
that Krug, the Secretary of toe 
Interior and Federal Coal Mines 
Administrator, had* failed to "en­ 
force the laws, the safety code of 
the industry which he negotiated 
with this witness." 
Krug, when advised of Lewis' 
statement, declined to comment. 
Report Listed Violations 
The Bureau of Mines later made 
public, without comment, a report 
on an inspection of the Centralia 
mine made March 17 to 20. less 
than a week before the explosion. 
luting a number of violations of 
the federal safety code.- The in­ 
spection found many of the same 
violations reported in an initial 
inspection last November. 
The Krug-Lewte agreement of last 
May 39, under which the govern­ 
ment is operating the soft coal 
mines, provided that the director of 
the Bureau of Mines, after consul­ 
tation with toe United Mine Work­ 
ers, was to "Issue a reasonable code 
of standards and rules pertaining 
to safety condition! and practices 
in the mines." It further provided: 
"The Coal Mines Administrator 
will put this code into effect at the 
mines. 
Inspectors af the Federal 
Bureau of Mines shall make periodic 
investigations of the mines and re­ 
port to the Coal Mines Administra­ 
tor any violations of the federal 
safety code. In rases of violation 
the Coal Mines Administrator will 
take appropriate action x x x." 
Lewis Opposes Boyd Nomination 
Three of the miners killed in the 
Centralia disaster Tuesday were 
nbei! of a union committee 
which appealed to the Governor rf 
Illinois a year age to "enforce the 
law. x x x before we have a dust 
explosion." They wrote "In protest 
against the negligence and unfair 
practices of your Department of 
Mines and Minerals." 
Lewis appeared for a second tone 
before a Senate Public Lands Sub­ 
committee to oppose the nomination 
of James Boyd, dean of the Colo­ 
rado School of Mines, to be director 
of the Bureau of Mines. Lewis told 
the subcommittee last week that he 
considered Boyd "unqualified" and 
skid he did not understand the coal 
miners' problems.

The decree declaring Spain a 
monarchy would designate Franco 
"chief of state" and provide that In 
case he were removed from power 
by death or incapacity a council of 
regency would take over the gov­ 
ernment, the source said. 
The regency would be headed by 
the president of the Cortes (parlia­ 
ment), the Archbishop of Toledo 
and the lieutenant-general of the 
army, assisted by deputies of the 
Cortes and other representatives of 
the people, the council to have 20 
members in all. 
The council’s first task would be 
to examine the qualifications of 
claimants of the Spanish throne.

The source of this information 
pointed out that the decree, when 
and if announced and put into ef­ 
fect, would be the first recognition 
by Franco and his regime of the 
temporary nature of the present 
government."

Anti-Phone Strike 


Plan Is Criticized 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (A*v— 
The plan of Rep. Hartley (R-NJ) 
for an emergency injunction bill to 
counter the threat of a nationwide 
telephone strike ran into Demo­ 
cratic opposition today in the House 
Labor Committee. 
And Joseph A. Beirne, president 
of the National Federation of Tele­ 
phone Workers, which has called 
the strike for April 7, appealed to 
the House and Senate Labor Com­ 
mittees to call a peace conference 
of the union and the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
Instead. 
Rep. Lesinski (D-Mich), ranking 
Democrat on the House committee, 
said he and the other Democratic 
members disagree with what he 
called the "strike-breaking views 
of Hartley, the chairman. 
Lesinski*s statement added the 
Democrats “are deeply concerned" 
that the committee's name has been 
used "for the exceedingly dubious 
purpose of forcing a labor organiza­ 
tion to yield on the employer’s 
terms." 
Beirne wrote Hartley and Sen 
Taft (R-Ohk>>, chairman of the 
Senate labor Committee, that the 
projected walkout of 287,000 tele­ 
phone workers might be averted 
through collective bargaining rather 
than legislation. He suggested that 
the committees call upon the union 
and the company to "present their 
reflective facts and conditions." 


Md. Senate Approves

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Voting Machine Advantages • 
Are Many To Recommend Them 


It cannot be known definitely at this tim e whether 
the bill calling for the purchase of Toting m achines 
by the County will be passed by the Maryland Oeneral 
Assembly, but the Allegany County delegation, which 
now has the measure in Its possession, it haying been 
given approval by the Senate, should make every effort 
lo see that It is enacted. 
In urging the installation of voting m achines we 
believe it not only a wise investm ent and one that 
will prove profitable, but their purchase will put 
Allegany County in step with more progressive political 
subdivisions. 
Voting m achines will prove a saving in 
lim e and money. 
It has been pointed out to the County Commis­ 
sioners (who, by the way, are opposed to the expendi­ 
ture of approximately $140,000 the m achines will cost), 
that by installing them a saving of $0,003.60 annually 
can be realized over our present voting methods, 
th is 
Is made possible through a reduction in the number 
of polling places and a reduction in the number of 
officials now required to conduct our elections. 
The cost per precinct under the present setup Is 
•167 40 for two registry days, one return day, one pri­ 
mary and one election day. 
This m eans a total of 
912.555 OO Is spent in the 76 precincts in the County 
on each election. 
By using voting machines, the number of precincts 
can be reduced to 57, for a saving of $3,013.40. 
In 
addition. $1,140.00 could be saved by a reduction in 
the number of election officials. 
Overtime voting 
m achines would elim inate would account for another 
saving of $1,550.40, and the cost of ballots can be 
reduced $600. or more. 
That makes for a total of $6,003.60. or about one- 
half of the annual payment of $13,561.54 on a ten 
year payment plan. 
Of course the cost of delivering 
voting m achines to the various polling places should 
be taken into consideration, but inasmuch as booths 
and ballot boxes m ust now be hauled to the various 
points this cost would not be a great deal higher. 
Storage for the voting m achines is another item that 
cannot be estimated with any degree of accuracy at 
this time, but naturally would cost more than for the 
sheltering of booths, ballot boxes, and other equipment 
now required. 
However, much of this is offset by the reduced 
number of ballots that would be needed. 
Under the 
paper system, for instance, a ballot must be furnished 
for every voter, and a number of additional for reserve; 
also a further additional number is required for 
sample ballots. 
With voting m achines in use one 
ballot is needed, locked in the face of each machine, 
all voters using the same ballot and indicating their 
votes by turning down the little voting pointers over 
the candidates’ names. 
Also five duplicates for 
sample ballots m ust be posted at or near the polling 
places. 
Also, the overtime now required to complete the 
mount of ballots is virtually eliminated under the 
voting mar hi ne system, and where recounts are neces­ 
sary this cost is almost negligible. 
As an illustration, 
we need only point to the cost of the last recount in 
Allegany County. 
It amounted to $3,000 and required 
several weeks to complete, as against a recount in 
Baltimore where the recount for different offices ex­ 
tended over a large part of the city. 
That recount 
was completed in 24 hours, and at practically no 
expense, because of voting machines. 
It certainly would seem that the voting machine, 
when compared to our present method of conducting 
elections, has so many advantages that it should be 
adopted. 
No city or county that has the voting 
m achine has ever gone back to the old system, so far 
as we know, which should be sufficient evidence in 
Itself that it is a step in the right direction. 
Further, it makes for speed and accuracy in 
learning the results of any election contest. 
The 
desire for voting machines goes far beyond that of 
a few politicians and candidates who m ight want a 
quick, early count. 
The benefits to the public as a 
whole, which has a vital stake in the outcome of any 
election, should be of first consideration. 


Those who proclaimed that the size of the national 
debt didn’t matter because “we owe it to ourselves,** 
are loudly proclaiming now that income taxes cannot 
be reduced because the national debt must be cut first. 


Time Not Yet Arrived To 
Take Real Disarmament Steps 
As Americans look at the world around them they 
will find It easy to accept the statem ents, jointly pre­ 
sented by the United States and Great Britain, that 
the time has not yet arrived when it is possible to 
take active steps toward disarmament. 
This does 
not mean that the m atter should not be considered 
or th a t studies and inquiries looking to that end 
should be abandoned. 
It is simply recognition of 
the obvious fact that peace is still far from assured 
and that international security remains only a hope. 
When the U. S. State Department is willing to 
declare publicly that Soviet Russia is not only a 
••potential aggressor’’ against Greece and Turkey but 
ar obstacle to unity in Korea, it may as well be ad­ 
m itted th a t America's course must be one of readiness 
for any eventuality. 
Under the conditions it would 
be foolhardy government which would even suggest 
that th e United States ought now to scrap or sub­ 
stantially reduce its Army, Navy and Air Farces. 
It is the position of this ’country and Great 
Britain, as revealed to the United Nations, that there 
can be no disarm am ent until complete confidence is 
the rule among nations and until all nations are pre­ 
pared to open their doors to an inspection of their 
mi it ary activities. 
Certainly this Is not too much to 
a k and just as certainly any state which genuinely 
w ants a balanced reduction of armaments ought to 
be w. ling to agree to it. 
Apparently all nations, except Russia, would be 
w flm g to enter Into an agreement of this sort. 
Thirty-five years ago presumably every nation except 
G erm any would have been billing to agree to it. Ten 
year* ago G erm any and Japan would have dissented. 
One hundred and thirty-five years ago France certain­ 
ly would have been a hold-out. 
At one time the 
Spanish empire would have essayed that role. 
Like­ 
wise. In another era, the British empire.

THE COURIE OF CHICKEN POX 
C 


HICKEN POX is extremely 
contagious 
and 
when 
one 
youngster in a classroom be­ 
comes ill. others are likely to 
follow suit. Adults are not naturally 
immune but the disorder is rarely 
encountered in this age group be­ 
cause the majority have had the 
illness during childhood. 
Several years ago I was called 
one night to the home of a man 
who was sick. His temperature was 
103 degrees P. and he complained of 
achiness but no sore throat, dis­ 
charge from the now, or cough was 
present. Examination failed to dis­ 
close any abnormality and I was 
at a loss to understand his fever or 
why he felt so badly. 
The next day the performance 
was repeated and there still were 
no dews to suggest the nature of 
the ailment. On the third day I 
brought a consultant and, as we 
marched into the house and took 
one look, the diagnosis was obvious. 
During the night a few pimple-like 
eruptions had appeared on his face 
and one had already changed into 
the characteristic c h i c k e n pox 
lesion. The gentleman ran a play 
school for children and he remem­ 
bered that two weeks previously one 
of the tote had been ill with the 
malady. 


The causative organism is a fil­ 
trable virus which is related to the 
species that give rise to smallpox 
and shingles. Symptoms usually be­ 
gin 12 to 16 days after exposure and, 
in young children, the outbreak oc­ 
curs abruptly. With older boys and 
girls and adults, as in the case 
described above, a day or two may 
pass before it becomes manifest. 
During this period there is fever 
and 
general 
indisposition. 
T h e 
blemishes make their debut in crops. 
New ones continue to form for 
three or four days while the old 
pocks are drying up. As a rule they 
start on the face or trunk as tiny 
red. elevated blotches which itch 
intensely. The lesions increase in 
size gradually and are surrounded 
by a reddish border one-quarter to 
one-half Inch in width. 
Then they begin to dear in the 
center, leaving a small. Mister-like 
spot—the pock. In time the fluid 
within is absorbed and crusts form 
which fall off in from five to 20 
days. Whether a scar remains de­ 
pends on how deeply the skin baa 
been invaded. In most cases no 
mark is left altho occasionally one 
or two pitted areas remain. The 
pocks are usually most numerous 
over the back and shoulders. 


When the scalp ie involved, or 
the membranes of the mouth, the 
condition is more annoying than 
usual. Because of Itching, parents 
may have difficulty in preventing 
the child from scratching, thus in­ 
viting secondary infections. Relief 
can be obtained by applying baking 
soda, calamine lotion, sine ointment, 
or petroleum jelly. The finger nails 
should be kept short and dean; 
sometimes the use of white cotton 
gloves is necessary. 
It is fortunate that the disease 
is rarely serious because there is no 
specific treatment. Ainee vaccina­ 
tion for prevention seldom proves 
successful it is rarely employed. 
Convalescent serum is used now and 
then in children who have been 
exposed. Altho the infection may 
not be warded off. symptoms will 
be minimized so that the effect is 
practically nil.

This $25,0M,M$ Hun to on 
top of an earlier $36,0Mf000 loan 
which the BFC allocated to the 
British Government early in the 
war, to be passed along to Ibn 
Sand. In other words, a total of 
$55,000,OOO was pat ap by the U. 
S. Government to help protect 
the oil reserves of two private 
oil companies—Standard of Cal­ 
ifornia and Texaco. Yet when it 
came to selling oil to the USA. 
those two companies charged 
what some Naval officers con­ 
sidered most exorbitant prices. 


High Prices To Uncle Sam 
The Navy’s contract for Arabian 
oil was signed in June 1045 shortly 
after V-E Day and when the Navy 
was getting ready for the big push 
against Japan. A lot of oil was 
needed near Suez, because many of 
the Navy’s ships were to Uke this 
route to the Pacific. 
The Naval officers who negotiat­ 
ed with the Arabian-American' Oil 
Company (owned by Standard of 
California and Texaco) 
were Lt. 
John Walsh, now with £tanda-d of 
N. J. and Lt. D. E Bodenschatz, 
now with the General Petroleum 
Company. 
And when the company asked the 
high price of six cents a gallon 
for gasoline, $1.06 for fuel oil and 
$168 for Diesel oil. the two lieu­ 
tenants balked. In 1941. Jamess Mof­ 
fett, then representing Aramco. had 
written a letter to the Navy offering 
the following lower prices: Three 


cents a gallon fpr gasoline, 40 cents 
a barrel for fuel oil and 76 cents a 
barrel for Diesel oil. 
Regardless of the Moffett offer, 
however, the higher new price* (tsk­ 
ed of the Navy by Araxnoo were ex­ 
actly identical to their prices quot­ 
ed at the Gulf of Mexico. 
Yet the 
Navy was to take delivery In Ara­ 
bia, saving the oil company a haul 
half way round the world. 
So the two young lieutenants re- 
ftLscd to accept the higher prices 
and the negotiations dragged out 
for ten days. Handling the deal for 
Aramco were H. G. Denham and 
C. W. Barthelmes. After the talks 
dragged on for some time. Den­ 
ham left for San Francisco, leaving 
Barthelmes hi charge. 


Finally, 
higher-ap* 
in 
the 
Navy gave in and agreed Ie the 
exorbitant prices demanded by 
Aramco, despite tho con tinned 
opposition et L U Walsh and 
Bndcnacbaf. 


Barthelmes, who has now left the 
employ of the oil company, informs 
this columnist that he considers the 
prices asked by his former company 
way out of line, and even without 
considering the fact that the U. S. 
Government had already put up 
$30,000,000 to help the oil compan­ 
ies’ concessions in Arabia. 
“The Government paid the Ara- 
bian-American Oil Company a .sum 
in excess of $33,000,000.’’ Bai the I - 
mea said, “resulting in an estimated 
profit to the company over and 
above production, royalty and man­ 
ufacturing costs of approximately 
$15,500,000.** 
Barthelmes added that he had 


had a chance to look at the com­ 
pany’s 
cost-of-production 
figures 
and that he had reason to know 
what he was talking about. 
Who Overruled Lieutenants? 
Asked how the Navy happened to 
overate the two lieutenants and 
accept the higher prices, Barthelmes 
said he only knew what Walsh and 
Bodenschatz complained to him that 
someone had gone over their heads. 
Lt. Walsh, when questioned bv 
this columnist, stated that he had 
vigorously opposed the higher prices 
but declined to identify the superiors 
who had reversed him. 
One of the most significant parts 
of the whole intriguing Arabian sit­ 
uation was the contention by James 
Moffett that he was engaged by 
Texaco and Standard of California 
In 1041 to secure Federal funds to 
save the two companies’ stake in 
Saudi Arabia. 
At that time King 
Ibn 8aud felt that his budget was 
unbalanced and that the royalties 
paid by the two companies weie 
not sufficient. 
He wanted $6,000 - 
OOO extra annually from them during 
the war. 
Moffett then persuaded 
the RFC to advance $30.000000 to 
the British, who in turn handed it 
over to Ibn Saud in order to protect 
Standard of Cal. and Texaco oil 
concessions. 
The transaction was 
handled by the British because of 
an agreement with Churchill that 
the British would control all war­ 
time politics in the Near East. 
Apparently, however, this $30,000.- 
000 put up by Uncle Sam’s RPC did 
not matter when it came to selling 
oil to Uncle Sam's Navy.

Prices Vs Pay Boost Demands; 


Adminstration Shares Blame 


By MARK SULLIVAN 


President Truman, at his press 
conference this week, urging upon 
business and industry a policy of 
reducing prices, said he hoped they 
would see the handwriting on the 
wall. That phrase, through long 
familiarity, has become trite; it 
passes in and out of peoples' minds 
without making much impression. 
But in the connection in which Mr. 
Truman used it, it has the vividness 
and vitality of its Old Testament 
use as a warning. 
The handwriting on the wail, so 
far as it has to do with immediate 
conditions, can be put into three 
sentences. Prices of goods are very 
high. Profits of industry and busi­ 
ness (in many lines though by no 
means all) are high and promise to 
be higher. Seeing these two condi­ 
tions, labor unions, already receiv­ 
ing high wage-rates, are again de­ 
manding higher. 
If the Belshazzar warning were 
complete. It would include other 
factors, among them policies of the 
Administration which are a cause 
of high prices. The Administration 
has followed policies, and is still 
following some of them, having the 
effect of making prices higher, not­ 
ably farm products. An example 
was the purchase and destruction 
of potatoes last fall with the de­ 
sign of keeping up the price. A 
little over a year ago President 
Truman decreed a raise in wage* 
for steel workers, and at Hie same 
time the Administration increased 
the price of steel $& a ton. In order 
to meet the wage raise. That, with 
what It led to, was a Urge cause of 
the general price increase the coun­ 
try has already experienced. 


Deal With Present Conditions 


But we deal with the condition as 
it exists today—high price*, high 
and increasing profits in many lines. 
high wages and demands for more. 
For what Is now done about this, 
heads of industry and business in 


lines in which profits are large have 
a high responsibility. They could 
try to keep the profits for stock­ 
holders. which, from the point of 
view 
of 
the country’s economic 
health, would under the present 
condition be a seriously unwhole­ 
some use of them. They could use 
some of the profits for raising 
wages, which would be likely to 
make prices of goods still higher. 
Or they can use the profits to re­ 
duce prices to the public. This in 
general would be the equivalent of 
a wage raise for labor, would bene­ 
fit all cusses, would make for eco­ 
nomic health, and specifically would 
reduce the danger of disaster. 
What is now done will determine 
Urgely whether we have a repetition 
of the boom-bust of the 1920s. The 
causes of that were more than can 
be stated in a sentence, and are 
subject to dispute. Besides, the an­ 
alogy between the present condition 
and that of the 1920* us far from 
exact. But a belief held by persons 
in a position to have good judgment 
to that a chief cause of the 1920s 
boom-bust was failure to distribute 
more of the profits of prosperity to 
the public in the form of reduced 
prices. 
In any distribution of the fruits 
of prosperity, the owner* of in­ 
dustry and business, being organ­ 
ized, can look out for themselves. 
Labor, likewise organized, can look 
out for itself. But the consumer*, 
the public, not being organized, are 
likely to have tile last call. What 
President Truman is recommending, 
and what many enlightened head* 
of business and industry believe, is 
that in the present condition tile 
public be given a prior call.

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Liquor Dispensary Bill 


Threatened By Boycott 


Excise Liquor Tax 
May Be Proposed 


Sen. Robert B. Kimble but night 
decided not to approve a measure 
setting ap a wholesale liquor dis* 
p enury in Allegany County, Dele* 
t^te Horace P. Whitworth, Jr., re­ 
ported early this morning. 
Whitworth said Kimble probably; 
will offer a joint resolution enabl­ 
ing the County Commissioners to 
appoint a commission to Investigate 
problems that have developed, and 
that if the problems can be Ironed 
ant and the dispensary should be 
deew td feasible, the measure will be 
introduced ai the IMS session of 
the Legislature. 
H ie status of Allegany County's 
proposed wholesale 
liquor dispen­ 
sary was uncertain 
last night as 
county legislators considered last 
m inute changes to combat alleged 
threats of liquor wholesalers and 
ie tailers to boycott distilleries sup­ 
plying the dispensary with products. 
This was the situation: 
Delegate Horace 
P. 
W hitworth, 
J r . sponsor of the measure ap­ 
proved by the House and now pend­ 
ing in the Senate, said he would rec­ 
ommend to Sen. Robert B. Kimble 
th a t the bill be amended to make It 
an act enabling the County 
Com­ 
missioners. or a commission to aet 
up a dispensary lf later 
develop­ 
m ents w arrant It. 
Sen Kimble said he is awaiting 
nu official request from the county 
delegation not to pass the btl! and 
that when this request is received. 
he will amend it to kill the dispen­ 
sary provision but set up an excise 
tax on liquor, wine and beer con- 
mimed in the county.

Commissoners to name a commis­ 
sion to determine lf a dispensary 
should be established, the senator 
mud. 
Not Agreeable 
W hitworth, 
chairm an 
of 
the

What caused the confusion: 
At a recent meeting of the state 
liquor wholesalers association and 
the state liquor retailers association,

other dispensary, including th at op­ 
erated bv Montgomery County. 
lf the distillers do sell directly to 
the dispensary, the wholesalers and 
retailers threatened to boycott the 
distilleries. W hitworth said, adding 
th at they intend to submit the same 
proposition to the state representa­ 
tive of the national distillers a t the 
p e rt convention. 
Sen. Kimble said he and other 
members of the Senate select com­ 
m ittee considering the county dis­ 
pensary measure, contacted several 
leading distillers of the nation yes­ 
terday and were informed th at the 
trend today is not to sell direct to 
dispensaries but through distribu­ 
tors. It appears likely, he said, th at 
the county dispensary, lf set up. 
would have to purchase its stock 
from wholesalers. 
tit*hiii>l Aet Favored 
In view of these facts, W hitworth 
t* ^ he believes it would be better 
to pass the measure as an enabling 
act so th at the county could estab­ 
lish a dispensary if further inves­ 
tigation proves it feasible, and so 
th at mandatory establishment of a 
dispensary as provided in the pres­ 
ent act. would not put the county 
In the position of having a dispen­ 
sary but no liquor to sell. 
W hitworth said he feels the action 
of the wholesale and retail liquor 
associations in threatening a boy­ 
cott may be in restraint of trade 
and against the anti-trust law, and 
probably could be voided in court 
action, but he added th at he did 
not want to cause the county to be- 
c me involved in litigation by pass­ 
im 
the m andatory dispensary m ea­ 
sure. 
For th at reason W hitworth said 
he recommend to Kimble th at the 
County Commissioners or a separate 
commistion be authorized to 
to­ 
re, ligate the situation regarding the 
legality of the boycott threat and 
the attitude of the distillers, and then 
oecice if the dispensary should be 
set up. 
The bill was introduced as a re­ 
venue raising measure, and Kimble 
said he believes the excise taxes he 
is considering would bring the coun­ 
ty an estimated revenue of $100,000. 
He said the tax he proposes would 
be 15 cents on each gallon of whis­ 
key, five cents on each gallon of 
Fine and three cents on each gallon 
beer consumed to the county. 
Estimate* Revenue 
Last year's figures show tax was 
paid on 250,116 gallons of whiskey 
In this county, Kimble said, and a 
15 cent excise tax on th at amount 
would provide the county with $37,- 
577.40 revenue. A five cent excise 
tex on the 60.000 gallons of wine 
on which tax was paid last year 
would bring $3,000 and a three cent 
tex on last year’s 2.400,000 gallons of 
beer would provide an additional 
972.000. Kimble estimated. 
He added, however, th a t the tax 
an beer “may be a little stiff.” 
W hitworth said the delegation is 
not agreeable to the excise tax be­ 
cause it does not believe beer should 
be included, but m ight recommend 
a IO cents to 15 cents tax on liquor 
and a five cent tax on wine. 
Kimble said th at if the county Is
